Q. Kindly publish the "Golden RulV
and state where it is found in the Bible,
and, also what was its origin. Do you
not think that if we had "Golden Rule"
political parties, and had "Golden Rule"
courts, the millennium would be estab-
lished in the earth? (Judge H. A. S.)

Answer. The "Golden Rule" is found in
the seventh chapter of the Gospel of
Matthew, the twelfth verse "Therefore,
all things whatsoever ye would that m
should do to you, do ye even so to thenr
for this is the Law and the Prophets."
This is a part of the wonderful sermon
on the mount, and is an epitomized stata-th- e

"Law and the Prophets." It,
therefore, is of Divine origin, as the Law
had been given to Moses Dy tne uteiuir,
God; and all the holy Prophets "spake as
they were moved by the holy spirit the
power of uoa." (n;xoctus xx; xj. reier a.
211 It ia not true that Confucius, the
great Chinese philosopher, was the author
of the Ooiaen tuie. tie staiea me mat-
ter in its negative form "Do not do to
others what you would not wish them to
do to you." The one is a positive rule to
do good, while the other is a negative
rule to abstain from doing evil. By com-
parison one may be called the "Golden
Rule" while the other may be considered
as the "Brazen Rule." The Golden Rule
is to be enforced during the Millennium
when all of the conditions in tne eartn
will make for righteousness.

Q. What is meant by the Scriptural ex
pression, "Lay up for yourselves treas-
ures in heaven?" Is money given for ths
promulgation of the Gospel "treasure in
heaven?" (G. E. M.)

Answer. There are different kinds oi
'treasures" upon the earth. The expres

sion would, therefore, represent that upon
which the supreme desires or affections
were entered. The thought involved in
the Master's saving (Matthew vi, 19. 20)

is that the Christian should center all of
his affections upon tne neaveniy tnini,
and not upon the things of the world.
"For where vour treasure is, there will
your heart (affections) be also" (verse zi.
"It is like unto a merchantman, seeking
goodly pearls: who, when he had found
one pearl of great price, went and sold a;'
that he had, and bought it." (Matthew
xiii, 45, 4.) This implies that the conse-
crated follower of Christ would be willir--
to sacrifice all earthly things in order
to gain the heavenly prize. Whatever hi
may have centered his affections upon

he became a Christian, he now es-
teems as loss and dross in comparison with
the glory, honor, and immortality of ta-- i

heavenly Kingdom. He that esteems
houses or lands, family or friends, wealth
or fame, "yea, and his own life also. '

more than the heavenly treasures, is not
worthy of them and will never receive
them.

Q. How can there be a physical life on
this earth eternally when the Bible dis-
tinctly states that the length of a mar's
days be a hundred and twenty yeais?
(Truthseeker.)

Answer. There Is no Scripture to the
effect that the length of a man's life
should be limited to a hundred and twen-
ty years. It has been commonly sup-
posed that the expression found in Genesis
vi. 3. signified this, but a careful consid-
eration of the context, together with the
fact that quite a few individuals are men-
tioned as having attained to a much more
advanced age, should convince one that
the passage has some other significance.
Shem lived 600 years, Arphaxad 436, Salon
433, Eber 464, etc., Genesis chapter
xi) after this statement was made. The
Lord's words "My spirit shall not always
strive with man. for that he also is flesh:
yet his days shall be an hundred an3
twenty years," has application to the
time before the flood and leading up to it.
That is to say that the Lord had ap-
pointed or set aside a hundred and twen-
ty years in which His power or spirit
would contend with the conditions of un-
righteousness then prevailing in the earth,
and then He would no longer "strive"
with the evil that was within man but
would destroy the race, with the excep-
tion of Noah and his household.

Q. For several months I have been
praying for a certain thing which I long
for with all my heart. If I knew certain-
ly that my request was not to be granted,
I would direct my thought elsewhere.
How long ought one to continue praying
for a particular object? (M. W.)

Answer. The Apostle Paul prayed three
time that he might be delivered from a
"thorn in the flesh" (II Corinthians vil,
9) and the Lord answered his prayer in
the negative. He afterwards rejoiced that
his prayer had been answered in a wav
contrary to his expectations. Thus it may
be in your experience. If you are a con-
secrated Christian, it would be your de-
sire above all other considerations that
the Divine will should be accomplished
and not your own. Maintaining this at-
titude you should continue to pray or

"Straightway Jesus spake unto
them, saying.

Today's study shows us how inter-
ested peoplft become in anything that
will relieve them of ailments, which
cause our race to be, as St. Paul de-
scribed it. "a groaning creation." The
crowds continued to gather wherever
Jesus went, partly for hearing, partly
from curiosity, and partly because the
Message that He gave was one of a.

He was not forever blaming
them for not keeping the Law. He
was continually expressing sympathy
for tieir weaknesses, and encouraging
then to "go and sin no more."

After the feeding of the five thou-san- l,

Jesus urged His disciples to re-
turn to the other side of the lake. He
dismissed the multitude and went into
tte solitude of the hills for prayer. It
fa noteworthy that nearly all of - the
Great Teacher's prayers are brief.
Whenever He wished to make long
prayers He went to the Father by
Himself. Undoubtedly this would be
a good example for all of His follow-
ers. Long prayers .are frequently a
weariness to the flesh, and are likely to
contain vain repetitions, or to be at-
tempts to instruct the Lord concern-
ing matters which He understands
much better than do His children.

Walking on the Sea.
The disciples experienced contrary

winds. In the night thev saw what
they supposed to be a spirit manifesta
tion walking on the water near their
Doat. They cried out, for all saw it,
and then they heard a voice saying,
"It is I. be not afraid." Jesus got into
the boat with them, and the wind
ceased, to their amazement, for thev
had already forgotten the lesson of
the feeding of the five thousand with
the five loaves and two fishes.

In addition to seeing in this a fur-
ther manifestation of Divine power,
we may see a spiritual lesson. After
the Master's ascension, the disciples
were alone in the midst of a contrary
people, and found progress difficult.
This helped them to remember the
Master's ability to come to them on
the troubled seas, and how His coming
brought peace.

St. Matthew gives an additional fea-
ture of this lesson not recorded by St.
Mark. He tells us that when St.
Peter learned that it was Jesus who
walked upon the sea, he requested the
Lord to sanction his walking on the
water to Him. The Lord consented,
and St. i'eter had the courage to make
the effort. Had his faith continued,
doubtless he would have been sus-
tained, but the Lord's rule with His
people seems to be, "According to thy
faith be it unto thee." We are not to
encourage credulity In ourselves or
others, but we are to remember that
faith is very precious in the Lord's
sirht.

In St. Peter's case it was entirely
proper that he should attempt to go to
the Lord, because the effort had been
sanctioned. But when he saw the
boisterous waves his faith failed, and
he cried, "Save, or I perish!" How
true it is of all God's people that
they would like to do some wonderful
things to show their faith in the Lord!
And how like St. Peter's are their ex-
periences! They would utterly fail

did not the Lord interpose for their
rescue.

St. Peter the Teachable.
Much has been said respecting St.

Peter's rashness. The criticism is to
some extent justified, but the Master
loved him greatly on account of his
zeal and energy. Although he was the
oldest of the Apostles he was evi-
dently one of the most teachable of
thm. Of his mistakes he made a
mirror, and thus, learning to know
himself, he was safeguarded through
the many dangers natural to his tem-
perament; and he stands forth in the
Scriptures as one of the noblest of the
Apostles.

of meditation, communion and prayer.

The Followers in Trouble.
One magnetic man prominent in the

public life of ' the United States a
generation ago was thwarted in his
highest ambitions and went to an em-

bittered grave because the people had
discovered that he was essentially sel-

fish and thought only of his own in-

terest. Had he put the welfare of
the people first his name would pro-

bably have Been added to the roll of
presidents. The true leader must
think of the people; that is his quali-
fication for leadership. We see in the
case of Jesus that no soul struggle
was so great that he could not watch
over the affairs of His handful of
friends who at the moment that He
was on the mountain in lony aevuuu..
were struggling with the waves of a

There are no concerns of heaven so
high as to divert God's interest irom
individual human souls. That is the
heart of the Christian gospel: that is the
message born to me from this record
of the Christ who hastened from the
mountain top of prayer to the turbulent
waters where His friends labored in
fear and distress.

Although it was three hours past
midnight, this boatload of fishermen
had only progressed between three and
four miles, and that not in the direction
in which they wanted to go. They were
bound for Bethsaida and Capernaum
hut contrary winds kept them out to-
ward the center of the Lake.

Thereasons for humility may be perfect-
ly plain, even while one may mistrust
the existence of the virtue which
should grow out of the conditions. A
fair estimate of one's own worth
should beget a feeling of undeserving
such as runs through the psalms and
all the great devotional literature ofChristianity. It does seem as if saint-line- ss

and self-prai- se always existed
in inverse proportions.

Lincoln's favorite poem was "Oh,
why should the spirit of mortal be
proud?" The judgment of history is
that Lincoln, this humble-minde- d
statesman who was so great in his
simplicity, really had reason to be
proud. With the vision of true greats
ness, however, he saw how little was
man's best alongside "of his possibil-
ities. The highest are the humblest.
They who best know themselves and
life most clearly understand why the
heart of man should be humble.

"What God wants is men great
enough to be small anough to be
used," says H. W. Webb-Peplo- e.

He who seems humble for the vir.
tue's sake has acquired only a vice
instead.

Most of us need the apostle's ex-

hortation not to think of ourselves
more highly than we ought to thiik.
Here is a man who is seriously ng

his usefulness to his employer
because he thinks he cannot be spired
from the office for a vacation. This
fussy, or vanit has
been the spoiling of many a worker.
Another man, of real gifts, is dissi-
pating his powers doing a lot of petty
tasks, to the destruction of his health,
all because he is so conceited taat he
thinks nobody else can do their. Hu-

real humility, would mean
health for that man as well is hap-
piness for his family and prosperity
for his business.

A good exercise in humilty is to
stand on the most lmportait corner
of the principal street of a great city
and watch the crowds go by. How
few of them even so mum as look
your way. Only an occasonal atom
in that rushing human tde knowsyour name. Instead of the all-i- m

portant individual you tluught your
self to be, you are to m.st people a
negligible quantity.

Another way to acqure the same
wholesome idea of yom relative in-
significance is to tale a sheet ofpaper and write down he names of
the persons you know Be not too
particular; include everybody with
whom you have a spefking acquaint-
ance. WThat is the total? A few
hundreds, or thousanis, at the most.
Then compare this lit with the total
population of your ity or country.
You are not quite sjch a center of
interest as you thoufht, are you? nor
quite so much of a sanebody?

The graveyard is a primary lesson
in humility. Consier the thousands
of myriads and miiions of persons
wiser, richer, holie, more useful thanyourself whose sraves are now un-
marked and forgitten. The discreetperson walks sotly out of a grave-
yard.
